Section 21* of the general law*, of 
the state of M innesota provide th at 
it shall Fie the duty of the chairm an 
of any county, incorporated town, 
borough, town or village board of 
health, which has incurred expenses 
for the control of infectious or con­ 
tagious diseases, to p resent a state 
m ent thereof, giving th e name and 
address so far as possible of each 
person Hired for duly verified to the 
county auditor, and he to present 
tFie sam e at the next m eeting of the 
county commissioners. 
They are 
required under the law to audit the 
statem en t. 
The law then goes on 
to define the duties of various county 
officers in case hills of this kind are 
disallowed. 
This is the first case of the kind 
ever tried in this county, and is really 
a test of the law which compels the 
different Fioards and councils of the 
county to stand tile expense incurred 
as recited above without having a 
voice iii .the m atter of expenditure. 


The word expense in this section 
of the general law bas not been de­ 
fined and this i« one of the im portant 
contentions raised 
by the county 
board of com m issioners in disallow­ 
ing the bills presented from St. 
M athias. 
W hether it is within the 
m eaning of the law th a t parties with 
authority have the right to go on and 
incur an expense without limit is to 
F>e determined.
